announced following receipt of the 
report that an investigation would 
be conducted to determine the 
feasibility of following out the re- 
commendation of - the sub-commit- 
tee with regard to converting one 
of the normal schools into a wel- 
fare institution. 
At the present time Ohio has in its 


welfare institutions approximately 
36,000 guests and! inmates, the 
^sub-committee reported. In addi- 
tion, the department of welfare has 
registered upon its waiting list ap- 
proximately 1,500 prospective pati- 
ents. 


CONDITION 'SHOCKING1 
This over-crowded situation, the 


sub-committee declared, "has re- 
vealed conditions that are shock- 
ing, to the minds of normal per- 
sons." 
''in making these charges," the 


report stated, "the committee feels 
that it is their duty to be specific 
so they set forth a few instances 
in which the state has failed to as- 
sume its entire obligation.

In 
fact, eggs contain some food sub- 
stances that milk does not contain 
in any appreciable quantity (such 
an iron and vitamin D) and there- 
fore are an excellent supplement 
to milk. Meat at least twice a 
week adds to the. iron and 
effsc- 


tive protein in the child's diet. 


Almost as important to the child 


ar. milk and ccd-liver oil is sun- 
shine—out-door sunshine. In sum- 
mer, many children can pet sun- 
shins who cannot get the 
best 


food. Sunshine does not take the 
place of milk, or other ordinary 
food, but it does help the child to 
grow and develop good bones. "The 
sunlight on the child's bare skin 
produc2S in his body one of 
the 


same vitamins—vitamin D— that ! 
he a:ets in cod-liver oil and in esra: ! 
yolk. This

For children, as for aQults, ,a 


carefully selected variety of food 
i". necessary for an adequate diet. 
Even the baby should have soms 
variety, 
for with variety come 


vitamins, especially in the tomato 
juice or orange juice prescribed for 
him evsry day. 
Very 
soon he 


should have cereals, egg yolk, and 
greens. Milk soups, 
with finely 


chopped vegetables in the 
milk, 


also give variety to ths small 
child's diet. Custards, puddings, 
fruit whips, and such desserts, are 
highly nutritious. 


Except that the form is~ usually 


different for the very young child, 
the same kinds of food may well 
bs provided for the whole family. 
This is one way to relieve the_busy 
mother—the serving of the same 
meal for parents and children. The 
little tot will not eat as much as 
the six-year-old, and the six-year- 
old will not have the big appetite 
that usually characterizes the boy 
of 10 or 12. But each and all of 
them should have milk and veget- 
ables and-fruits; eggs as often as 
income allows, .and. cereals, .mea_ts, 
fish. Cottage cheese and the cream 
chseses are good, and liver is one 
of the best of meats for children. 
Fortunately, too, the cheap kinds 
of liver are practically as nutrit- 
ious as the expensive kinds, and 
when suitably cooked are quite as 
attractive.

PELLAGRA IS one disorder thai

Though great advances lia\e been 
made in Its control, the exact cause

But 
during the pasi 
decade the dis- 
ease has come to 
be regarded as a 
nutritional d i s- 
ease and not as 
an infection 
By 


this 1 mean tfcdt 
i t is 
probable 


p e l l a g r a is 
caused by faulty 
diet and not by 
a germ. 


The d i s e a s e 


has been known 
for 
more than 


two hundred years. 
At one time it 


was believed to be a poor man's dis- 
ease, caused by the lack of food, sun- 
shine, and proper sanitation. But it 
is encountered 
in families where 


there is no lack o£ food, but where 
the wrong kind of food is eaten 
Oc- 


casionally it is met in persons who 
have indulged in severe and danger- 
out methods'of dieting. 


We are greatly indebted in many 


wa>s to the excellent work conducted 
by the United States public health 
service. 
It conducted intensive in- 


vestigations of pellagra. 
Its study 


re\eals that pellagra can be traced 
to a diet lacking in certain vitamins, 
particularly vitamin G. 
It is be- 


lieved this vitamin is a substance 
necessary to prevent this disease. 


Foods With Vitamin u 


Fortunately, this vitamin is found 


in a variety of foods 
For example 


a diet that is varied and contains an 
abundant supply of fresh lean meats, 
liver; milk, canned salmon, eggh 
dried beans, peas and spinach, as- 
sures an adequate supply of this 
vitamin. 


Prolonged use of a diet lacking in 


vitamin G will result in pellagra. It 
won't be long before the victim com- 
plains of. a reddish discoloration of 
tie skin. The skin peels and sheds 
large quantities of scales The face, 
neck and hands are usually involved 


In 
addition, 
the 
sufferer 
has> 


marked nervous^syraptoms. sucb as 
melancholia, hallucinations, stupor 
and convulsions. The srums become 
swollen and bleed easily. There is 
an increased amount of saliva and 
the victim hai severe intestinal dis- 
turbances 


Diet, as you see. Is important in 


the prevention of pellagra. Pellagra 
U most common in localities where 
the inhabitants live on a diet ubich 
varies very little from day to day. 


Canned foods can be substituted for 


fresh fruits and vegetables when the 
latter are not available. 
Canneil 


spinach, turnips and string beans 
contain sufficient vitamin G to aid 
materially in the prevention of pel- 
lagra. Th'e use of a properly bal- 
anced diet with abundant fresh fruits 
and vegetables will lead to a decrease 
in the occurrence of this disagreeable 
ailment-
